REMARKS/ARGUMENTS 

20-21, 37-38, and 41-45 are pending in this application. Claims 1 1-13, 
1 6-17, 20, and 37-47 were re ected and claims 40 and 47 were objected to. Claims 39-40 and 46-47 
have been canceled, and claj ns 1 1, 20, and 45 have been amended, to more particularly point out 
and distinctly claim the subj set matter of the present invention. Applicant hereby requests further 
examination and reconsider* ion of the application in view of the foregoing amendments and these 
remarks. 

On pages 6-7 of the Office Action, the Examiner objected to claims 40 and 47 as being 
dependent on a rejected bast claim but stated that such claims would be allowable if rewritten in 
independent form. Applican notes that dependent claim 47 was meant to depend on indepedent 
claim 20 instead of independent claim 11. Independent claims 11 and 20 have been amended to 
include the limitations of tt i objected-to dependent claims 40 and 47, respectively. Dependent 
claims 39-40 and 46-47 ha e been canceled accordingly, and dependent claim 45 has had its 
dependency amended pursw it to the renumbering of claims done by the Examiner in the Office 
Action. Applicant submits tr it the independent claims, as amended, are therefore in condition for 
allowance, as are their varioi sly pending depending claims. 

In view of the foregoing remarks and amendments, the pending claims, as variously amended, 
are believed to be in conditioi for allowance. Applicant respectfully requests that a timely Notice of 
Allowance be issued in this c ise.
